boiler 100 horse power is now being put 
i i place, making the total boiler capac­ 
ity at the south shaft 360 horse power.

The Rogers-Brown Co. has several 
drills at work testing out other proper­ 
ties. 
Besides several other leases in 
this neighborhood which are being test 
ed out, the company has drills at Ft. 
Ripley, Crow Wing county and Ran­ 
dall, Morrison county. 
The Gorham-Garbett company has 
several drills at work, as have the Cuy- 
I r Adams interests. Cole & McDon­ 
ald, Longyear and others, but all are 
very reticent as to the character of tie 
finds. In fact the entire history of the 
range had been bearish, the parties who 
were buying the most land and takirg 
the most options and leases, have been 
among the loudest in declaring the ore 
of low grade and unmarketable, even 
if present in large quantities. 
The visit to the mine was a revela­ 
tion to the writer as to the extent of 
the undertaking of the Rogers-Brown 
Company and their monthly expendi­ 
ture, which is said to he in the neigh­ 
borhood of $5,000 per month, is an ern- 
st of the certainty which they must 
have of the quantity and quality of the 
bed of ore which they have secured.

SAYS WEALTH IS DISTRIBUTED. 


Chief Statistician of Census Bureau 
W rites on “ The Assets of the 
United States.” 
The nation's wealth is not in the 
banda of a few, according to L. G. 
Powers, chief statistician of the census 
bureau at Washington. 
Writing Mi “The Assets of the United 
States'’ In the September number of 
the American Journal of Sociology, Is­ 
sued recently from the University of 
Chicago press, Mr. Powers baa the fol­ 
lowing to say of the concentration of 
wealth In America : 
“lf we start with the value of farms 
and other homes which are known to j 
be owned toy men of small possessions, j 
the savings hank deposits and 
other \ 
known poss* salons of those of moderate J 
means, and then add the lowest popular J 
estimates of the possessions of 
our I 
millionaires, w p have an aggregate far ! 
In excess of the census appraisal 
of 
national wealth, and the 
conclusion 
under such circumstances is irresistible 
either that the census estimates are j 
ridiculously small or the popular esti­ 
mates of the wealth of our millionaires i 
are greatly exaggerated. 
“The writer does not find any evi 
I 
dence that would Justify either 
the ' 
statement that our national wealth is I 
grossly understated or that our minion ; 
aires own so large a share of that wealth i 
as to leave the great majority without j 
property.”

several team sters who get their dinners 
there. 
The balance of the men live in 
the neighborhood, either 
on farms 
which have been bought by the iron 
interests or in houses which were put 
up to board the men engaged in the 
preliminary drilling. 
As yet all coal, 
and there is about ten ton used per 
d ty, as well as all other supplies, has 
to be hauled to the mine from Deer- 
wood, by a round about road over six 
miles in length. 
When the new road 
recently authorized by 
the 
county 
commissioners is completed the distance 
will be about three and one half miles 
and the grades will be much easier. 
In addition to this mine the Rogers- 
Brown company has another shaft which 
it is sinking just six miles south of this. 
W jrk on that was suspended a short 
time ago to enable the company to in­ 
stall heavier boilers and pumps. 
A 
boiler IOO horse power is now being put 
i I place, making the total boiler capac­ 
ity at the south shaft 360 horse power. 
It is stated that work on the actual 
sinking of this shaft will be resumed in 
tie very near future. 
The Rogers-Brown Co. has several 
drills at work testing out other propel- 
ties. 
Besides several other leases in 
this neighborhood which are being test 
ed out, the company has drills at Ft. 
Ripley, Crow Wing county and Ran­ 
dall, Morrison county. 
The Gorham-Garbett company has 
several drills at work, as have the Cuy­ 
ler Adams interests. Cole & McDon­ 
ald, Longyear and others, but all are 
very reticent as to the character of the 
finds. In fact the entire history of the 
range had been bearish, the parties who 
wert buying the most land and taking 
the most options and leases, have been 
among the loudest in declaring the ore 
of low grade and unmarketable, even 
if present in large quantities.

Washington, Oct. I.—That his decla­ 
ration at the British Congress on Tu­ 
berculosis in London, in 1901, that 
"human beings may be infected by 
bovine tubercule bacilli, but serious 
diseases from this cause occur very 
rarely,” have undergone no modifica­ 
tion, was emphasized by Dr. Robert j 
Koch, the eminent authority, before 
the International Congress on Tuber­ 
culosis here. 
Dr. Koch stated that he 
still entertained the opinion he then

Chicago, Oct. I.—“ Ireland has home 
rule almost within its grasp,’’ declared 
John E. Redmond, leader of the Irish 
Nationalist party, before a big Irish 
demonstration here. 
“I came to America to tell our fol­ 
lowers here that what we have so 
long fought for will certainly 
c o m e 
within a few years. 
Never again will 
rn attempt be made to govern Ireland 
by the abolition of free speech and of 
trial by jury. 
Two of the greatest 
barriers to our progress were landlord­ 
ism and the barracks system.

the land is passing rapidly to the till­ 
ers and in a few years landlordism

What the Irish people need to show 
are unity and patience.”
